An effective quietus was put to th| | The city health officer 
whole crow-head and crow-egg busT- rcsidefits of Rushville 
ness, as far as Rush county is con­ 
cerned, when the county commission­ 
ers, in making up their estimate to 
the county council, refused to ask for 
an appropriation from which to pay 
bounties. In the absence of a request 
for such an appropriation, the coun­ 
ty council could not make one at its 
regular session except by unanimous 
vote, and no such action as that is 
likely to occur. 
Another act which was passed by 
the last legislature and which will be 
a “dead letter” as far as Rush coun­ 
ty is concerned, is the one which pro­ 
vides for a county sealer of weights 
and measures. 
Several men who think they lia ye 
peculiar qualifications for just that 
kind of a job have been waiting and 
wondering whether there would 
be 
anything doing in regard to it. 
They 
may as well put their minds at rest 
immediately. 
There will be no sealer 
of weights and 
measures in Rush 
county next year. 
The commission­ 
ers settled that, too, by refusing to 
ask for an 
appropriation out 
of 
which to pay the sealer’s salary. 


There was some misunderstanding 
as regards the wording of this act as 
well as of the act 011 crows. 
A few 
persons got the impression that the 
act made it 
mandatory 
upon the 
county commissioners to 
appoint a 
sealér of weights 
and 
measures. 
Sucli is not the case. 
The language 
of the act is that “ the board of coun­ 
ty commissioners may in their dis­ 
cretion” appoint such an officer.

The city’s water comes from deep 
wells which are never liable to be­ 
come infected. 
Typhoid germs, how­ 
ever, often originate from insanitary 
conditions and which is also another 
thing that speaks well for Rushville. 
Typhoid fever epidemics always or­ 
iginate in dirty cities or from surface 
wells which are easily infected with 
germs. 
There has been very little sickness 
among the babies in Rushville this 
summer. 
The disorders common to 
infants in hot weather have been 
very uncommon, 
according to the 
physicians of the city. 
The month 
of August is especially 
dreaded by 
physicians on this account. 
Up to the present 
time 
fifteen 
births have been reported to the sec­ 
retary of the city board of health 
and there is one more day to go. One 
baby every other day is a very high 
birth rate, according to the city of­ 
ficial. 
Three of the babies born died 
shortly after birth, however. 
The death rate has been about the 
average for August. 
Nine deaths 
have been reported to the city of­ 
ficial and two recent deaths have not 
yet been reported which makes a to­ 
tal. of eleven. 
Among that number is 
Carl Bryant, who was accidentally 
drowned while swimming in Blue riv­ 
er. near Morristown. 
That death was 
reported to the local official due 
to 
the fact that a local undertaker had 
charge of the body.

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Sixteenth Indiana Volunteer Regiment Made a Gallant Record in Civil War § 


This Regiment Played a Very Prominent Part In 


the Vicksburg Campaign and Lost Heavily During 


the Period of Its Service In the Field of Battle.

The Sixteenth Indiana 
Volunteer 
Infantry regiment, whieli had a gal­ 
lant record in the War of the Rebel­ 
lion, had in its personnel ¿1 number 
of Rush county men. 
The regiment 
was organized at (’amp Wayne and 
H as one of the first regiments that 
left Indiana for the front. 
The following history of tl/e regi­ 
ment is taken from the recently is­ 
sued book, “Indiana at Vicksburg,” 
published pursuant to an act of the 
Sixty-Sixth General assembly by the 
Indiana-Vieksburg Park Commission 
and compiled by Henry 
C. 
Adams, 
Jr.. of Indianapolis: 
The Sixteenth regiment, 111 its first 
organizations, was composed of men 
who responded to the first call of the 
government in April, 1801, for seven­ 
ty-five thousand volunteers for three 
months’ service, but who were unable 
to get into that service, Indiana’s 
quota being already filled. 
Governor Morton organized the 
12th and 16th regiments out of these 
volunteers as state troops 
for one 
year’s service, but on the day the 
country was started by the news of 
the defeat of the first Bull Run' bat­ 
tle, the services of these two regi­ 
ments were tendered to the general 
government and gladly accepted. 
The 16th Regiment was at once or­ 
dered ea>t, and left Richmond, Indi­ 
ana, July 23, 1801 
being the 
first 
regiment to march through Baltimore 
after the firing otr the Otb Massachu­ 
setts Volunteers 
The regiment 


born County; “K,” Putman County. 
The regiment participated in the 
battle of Ball’s Bluff and other skir­ 
mishes in October 
and 
November, 
while encamped 
at Seneca 
Creek, 
Maryland, until December 2d, when it 
was ordered to 
Frederick 
City, at 
which place it went into winter quar­ 
ters. 
On February 22, 1862, the regi­ 
ment was again ordered to Harper’; 
Ferry, and thence early in March to 
Charleston, and during the months of 
March and April it crossed and re- 
crossed the Blue 
Ridge 
Mountain 
three times in pursuit of the enemy. 
On May 12th, the regiment was or­ 
dered to Washington, D. C., and on 
the 14th of May, 1802, its term of 
service having expired, it was mus­ 
tered out and returned soon thereaf­ 
ter to Indiana. 
Cohmel Hackleman was promoted 
and appointed brigadier-general, and 
was afterwards killed 
in 
battle at 
luka, Missippi. 
Colonel Lucas was promoted and 
in command of the regiment at the 
expiration of its term of service; and 
under his direction, in pursuance of 
directions from the government and 
state officials, the regiment was reor­ 
ganized for three years’ service, some 
of the officers and men re-enlisting- 
in the same regiment, while many of 
the officers and enlisted men were ap­

M s been made at the Washington fac­ 
tory, tried out in the proving grounds 
Trith satisfactory resjljs, and a dozen 
ethers are to follow as rapidly as tliey 
can be manufactured. 
The guns will have a muzzle velocity 
#f 2,400 feet a second and a range oi 
fourteen or fift^ n miles. 
They will 
carry their projectiles clear out of 
aight. 
The shells will land far beyond 
the horizon at extreme elevation, and 
3t will bo possible with the use of these 
dreadful engines of destruction to hit 
a ship which the gunners cannot see. 
It used to be said that there were no 
guns as large or as powerful as those

The civilization of the United States 
turns around Samuel II. Stevens and 
his farm in Monroe county, Ind., four 
miles south of Uuionville aud eight 
miles east of Bloomington, or, in oth­ 
er words, about sixty miles from In 
dianapoiis, in the south wester u part 
of the state. 


How They Figure It. 
Tlie manner of finding the center of 
population is to the lay mind compli­ 
cated. 
Statisticians declare that it is 
perfectly simple, only lengthy. 
Here 
it is, that the reader may decide about 
it: 
The geographers call the' center of 
population the center of gravity of 
the population of the country. 
By 
this they mean that they get at it very 
much as one would find the center of 
gravity of a substance which was uni 
form in texture and weight. 
They in­ 
clude in the problem only the mother­ 
land. 
Alaska, 
the 
Philippines 
and 
Hawaii are not In it. 
The first thing is to take a tentative 
point for a center, and this is usually 
the old ceyjer. 
Then every square de­ 
gree of the country is counted up and 
multiplied into its distance from the** 
tentative or trial center. 
The popula­ 
tion of every square is assumed to be 
at the center of the square, except 
where a large city would manifestly 
throw' the center of gravity of the 
square off from the center. 
A consid­ 
erable body of water or an uninhabit­ 
ed mountain range would atSo compel 
a modification of the calculation. 
In 
such cases the center of tlie square is 
estim ated as nearly as can be. 
All computations are made from the 
most accurate government maps, and 
the scale is carefully observed 
The 
shortest distances of the center of each 
square from the meridian and the par­ 
allel passing through the trial center 
are taken and multiplied into the popu­ 
lation of the square. 
The result Is 
called a “moment,” and the sum of all 
of these north of the parallel is found, 
aud the sum of all the moments re­ 
lated to the meridian to the east or 
west of it is determined. 
Their differ 
cnee divided by the population of the 
whole country gives a correction to the 
latitude of the trial center, and in like 
manner the correction for the longitude 
is obtained for the assumed center

BY THE TWO NEWEST STATES 


Chances Favor Election of Republican 
Senators In New Mexico, but Arizona 
Is 
Nominally Democratic— Elections 
to Be Held Soon. 


When President T aft signed the bill 
admitting Arizona and New Mexico to 
the federal Union he gave approval 
to an act that may go a long way 
within the next year la wiping out the 
Republican 
majority 
in the 
Un :ed 
States senate. 
Four new senators sill 
be added to the rolls in January. 1012, 
by reason of the admission to state­ 
hood of the two territories. 
Nominal­ 
ly the senate is now Republican. 
As 
a matter of fact, the senate is in the 
control of a hybrid majority composed 
of insurgents and Republicans. 
As at present constituted the senate 
is composed of fifty Republicans and 
forty Democrats. 
There are two va­ 
cancies, one created by the death of 
Senator Hughes of Colorado and the 
other arising from the death of Sena­ 
tor Frye of Maine. 
The legislatures 
of both state are Democratic, and the 
vacancies will be filled by members of 
that party. 
Upon the election of sena­ 
tors by the Maine and Colorado legis­ 
latures the nominal Republican major­ 
ity in the senate will be reduced from 
ten to eight. 
Should Arizona 
and 
New Mexico send four 
Democratic 
senators to Washington the Republic­ 
an majority would be reduced to four. 
Elections to fill all state offices will 
be held in Arizona and New Mexico at 
an early date. 
The campaign has al­ 
ready 
begun 
in 
Arizona 
and New 
Mexico. 
So far as Washington is con 
cerned, interest centers in the selection 
of senators. 


According to Delegate Andrew of 
New Mexico, the new state will go Re­ 
publican overwhelmingly. 
“There is 
not any doubt as to where New Mex­ 
ico stands politically,” said Delegate 
Andrews. 
“ We 
will 
have seventy- 
three members in our first state legis­ 
lature. 
I venture to say that of this 
number not to exceed twenty will be 
Demo rats. 
New Mexico will send 
two Republican senators to the United 
States senate.” 
It is quite generally agreed that the 
chances favor the election of Republic­ 
an senators in New Mexico, but there 
Is some doubt about the outcome In 
Arizona. 
Arizona is normally Demo­ 
crat: . 
Although now represented in 
congress by a Republican. Arizona has 
Invariably sent Democratic delegates 
to Washington. 
The Democrats are 
confident of winning this year. 
How­ 
ever, word has been received here that 
the Republicans of Arizona intend to 
put up a stiff fight to turn the new 
state 
into 
the 
Republican 
column. 
This year's election will probably de­ 
termine to some extent whether the 
new states shall cast their electoral 
votes f>»r the Republican or the Demo­ 
cratic candidate in the presidential 
election- of 1912. 
The leaders of both 
parties are alive to the situation. 
Territories have usually j)een grate­ 
ful to the party through whose instru­ 
mentality they have been admitted to 
the Union. 
The Arizona-New Mexico 
statehood act was approved by a Re­ 
publican president. 
Republicans say 
this fact will give them party prestige 
in the elections soon to be held in 
Arizona and New Mexico. 
Almost uni­ 
formly upon admission to the tJnlon 
new states have aligned them selves 
with the party whose representative 
in the White House approved the act 
of admission. 
Oklahoma was an ex­ 
ception. 
Although Oklahoma was ad­ 
mitted by an act passed by a Repub­ 
lican congress and approved by a Re­ 
publican president, Oklahoma has re­ 
mained Democratic. 
It cast its elec­ 
tor^ vote for Mr. Bryan in 1908.

DISEASE. 


Baltimore Physician's Wife Got D iph­ 
theria From Pigeons. 
Dr. Francis W. Hartley, a Baltimore 
physician, says he has demonstrated 
that birds may spread disease. 
He 
got five pigeons suffering from throat 
trouble for experiments and kept them 
in a coop in his yard near a hammock 
in which Mrs. Hartley rested. 
Two days later Mrs. Hartley’s throat 
became infected, and he injected 5,000 
units of diphtheria antitoxin. 
This 
was followed by 5,000 more, and it 
was not until the third Injection had 
been made that the trouble began to 
abate. 
The pigeons were examined by the 
health department, and two reports 
were made. 
They are to the effect 
that the pigeons have diphtheria. 
“I communicated with the bureau of 
animal industry in W ashington,” said 
Dr. Hartley, “and I received n reply to 
the effect that the similiarity between 
human diphtheria organisms and avian 
diphtheria has not been determined, 
and It seems to be the opinion that 
there is n doubt whether an appli­ 
cation of organisms from 
diseased 
fowls will Infect humans.
